gury of better things aud cheered lust­ 
ily, but before they were half through 
with their shouts the little shudder of 
light was gone and the cold, dark, dis­ 
mal weather that from the first has 
dampened, figuratively and literally, 
the jubilee festivities, was on again in 
full foroe. 
Chicago has seen many greater par­ 
ades than that of yesterday, but she 
never has seen one that pit ased its peo­ 
ple better, nor nas there ever been a 
parade in this city which has been wit­ 
nessed by so many people. 
The crowds 
in the streets were larger than those 
which witnessed the great parade at 
the time of the dedication of the world’s 
fair building, almost exactly six years 
ago.

The laugh, which is now §0 closely 
associated with good humor and kindly 
feeling, originally implied nothing of 
the sort. It expressed almost the reverse. 
It was the crow of trium ph over a fallen 
foe. 
Such is its nature still among savages 
and barbarous peoples, and it* unexpect­ 
ed manifestations are occasionally very 
startling. 
Dancing on the body of a 
prostrate enemy is to them hilarious 
business. The w rithing of a victim un­ 
der torture is the funniest thing imagi­ 
nable, 
A new device for torment is a 
clever jest. The inflicting of a ghastly 
wound as some poor wretch mils tho 
gantlet makes them yell with glee. The 
things that shock or horrify or disgust 
tho civilized man are about the only 
things worth laughing at from a sav­ 
age’s point of view. 
W ith 
the exception, therefore, of 
rough practical jokes, which may possi­ 
bly wrinkle his stolid features with a 
momentary grin, the barbarian has no 
appreciation of civilized humor. 
He 
can’t see where the fun comes in it no­ 
body is hurt. 
This was curiously illustrated not long 
ago when a considerable number of 
Chinamen went to a New York theater 
to see a burlesque performance. 
When 
the American 
part of 
the audience 
laughed, the delegation from Chinatown 
sat with faces absolutely blank, but tho 
moment any hint of brntality, tragedy 
or tears appeared on the stage their 
heavy features lighted and were w reath­ 
ed in smiles. 
It was a strange thing to 
witness, but it was all in perfect keep­ 
ing w ith the cruel instincts of their 
race. 
Even the knowledge that he is him ­ 
self to be the next victim does not spoil 
the fun of a cruel spectacle for a bar­ 
barian thoroughbred. 
Here is an iu 
stance:

victims, torn by the storm of bullets, 
leaped into the air with violent contor­ 
tions aud fell dead. 
And this to the 
poor wretches who were aboul to go 
through the same experience seemed so 
fine a show and so excruciatingly funny 
that they were fairly convulsed with 
laughter. 
Such is the humor of savages, and 
such doubtless were the beginnings of 
m irth the world over. 
Strange as it 
may seem, there are many hints of this 
barbarous origin in the fun of the most 
highly civilized. 
We no longer laugh 
at really tragio occurrences, it is true, 
for other and more bornane emotions 
are too strongly excited. 
But if we chance to see a ridiculous 
mishap which doeH not quite rise to the 
dignity of tragedy—un accident by 
which someone is greatly inconvenienc

shrewd travelers of later date, whose 
veracity is 
beyond dispute, 
tell of 
much more inexplicable things tbau 
those. 
One of the best known writers 
on occultism, Jacolliot, baa left an ac 
count of certain things be saw during 
his official sojourn in India which, aa 
they seem to defy explanation, may 
fairly be classed among things iacorn 
prehensile. 
The performer was one 
whom he accidentally rn* t and who re 
quired some persuasion before be would 
exhibit feats which, be continually af 
firmed, were the work of other intelli 
genres.

H ie more fam iliar feat of the seem­ 
ingly supernatural growth of flowers 
was utterly eclipsed by another instant:a 
vouched for by the same narrator. His 
own servant brought bim a score or so 
of seeds, from which he selected aud 
marked otto. The fakir planted it in a 
pot of earth, muttered some vr.rds over 
it and fell into a sort of trance, which 
lasted ahont 80 
minutes. 
He then

ed a seedling two or three niches high 
Jacolliot examined it and found it had 
sprung from the seed which ho bud 
marked. 
W ith a touch cf a peacock’s featlier 
the fakir depressed a balauce c l a com­ 
mon weighing machine in daily use in 
the houhubold, though in tho other was 
a weight of 12 stone, aud with a dis­ 
tant motion of his hand he made shav­ 
ings of wood to sink or movo in water. 
Still more marvclons is the description 
of the manner in which this veritable 
eastern wizard was able to set at de­ 
fiance the law of gravity. On this occa­ 
sion, when leaving the room, he paused 
on the threshold, folded his arms, aud, 
by a simple act of volition, raised him ­ 
self from the floor aud remained poised 
in air for some minutes. — Loudon 
Standard.
